In the Senate debates Mr. Fessenden is al- 
ways conspicuous for.an ‘incisive good sense, 
which is the rarest/as it is the most excel- 
lent quality of a Senator. In opposition he 
is always reasonable, speaking to the merits 
of the special case, and not planting him- 
‘self u-on ‘abstractions, Quick fo defend 
‘and explain the prerogative of the body in 
which he sits, he neither traducos nor defies 
his opponents. His advocacy of measures 


| is more effective because it is not rancorons 
| in rhetoric nor discursive in argument, but 


firm, prudent, and pointed. There fs no 
man‘in Congress whose judgment is truer, 
whose discretion. is more absolute, or whose 
conviction is sincerer.
